Following the arrests, the MUC 
executive committee ordered a halt 
to construction yesterday after- 
pending an executive 
committee decision on a building 
permit that tenant organizers say is 



venes a city bylaw which desig- 
nates Overdale as a residential area. 
The new permit requires a zoning 
change which must be approved by 
city council. 

Overdale owner and developer 
Robert Landau presented the new 
permit at a Regie du logement evic- 
tion appeal hearing March 9. MUC 
Executive Committee member, 
John Gardiner, said he had no 
knowledge of the permit prior to the 
hearing, and had not been involved 
with Overdale since the summer 
hearings. 

Gardiner’s aide, James McGre- 
gor, said that while the City wasn't 
exactly sure of Landau's plans, 
“they conformed to the existing by 
law.” McGregor added the City 
would not revoke the permit. “If we 
did,” he said, “Landau would sue 



Overdale tenant organizer, Lisa 
Jensen was angered over the con- 
struction permit procedings. “It is a 
scandal that they were able to get 
this permit in just a few days.” she 
said. 

Fish agreed. “I am appalled at 
those who take every legallism to 
get people kicked out of their 
homes, especially when those arc 
historic homes. Gardiner is cither 
misinformed or turning a blind eye 
to a very evident contravention of 
the City council’s by law.” 

If the permit is not revoked, some 
of the % remaining tenants might 
be forced to leave as early as April 
1, while the others will have to 
leave by May 1. 

The city’s executive committee 
will make a formal statement on the 
permit today.

MONTREAL (CUP)— Cinema 
students at Concordia University 
will be passing petitions at movie 
theabe line-ups this spring to pro- 
test a conboversial amendment to 
the Québec Cinema Act. 

Bill C-S9 will force film distribu- 
tors to dub non-French movies 
before the original can be shown in 
Québec. If no French version is 
released, only one copy of the origi- 
nal film can be shown, and only for 
a limited time. 

The students say that low-budget, 
independent Films will become a 
rarity on Montréal theatre screens if 
Bill C-S9 goes through, as sched- 
uled, in June. 

“It won’t be worth it for distribu- 
tors to dub certain films,” said 
Andrew Noble, a memberof the ad- 
hoc group. “Films like My life as a 
e such small budgets they 
afford to dub that Film in 
French so it would never be shown 
in Québec.’ 

It costs an average of $50 000, to 
dub a film. 

Mainstream films will also be 
affected by the new law. Distribu- 
S tors will be forced to release the 
^ same number of English and 
^ French-dubbed copies simultanc- 
3 ously or prove that the film will be 
^ dubbed in Québec within a certain 
â timelimit. 

On Feb 18, the Canadian dis- 
tiubutor of Broadcast News , nomi- 



nated for seven Oscar awards, 
pulled the film out of Québec the- 
atres in protest of the proposed law. 
The movie was released again two 
weeks later when a French-dubbed 
version was made available. 

“It’s important to realize that this 
isn’t a protest against the language 
issue,” said Noble. “The protest is 
against what it docs to cinema.” 

“Montréal is building up a reputa- 
tion for art but this amendment will 
mean that we will end up falling 
behind,” said group member Anne- 
Marie Gelinas. “Distributors won’t 
be interested in bringing films to 
Montréal. European movies won’t 
come because of dubbing costs and 
will go to Toronto and New York 
instead.”

ANEEQ speaks on underfunding

McGill Students* Society (SSMV) is holding a 
General Assembly on university underfunding, 
tuition fee increases and loans and bursaries re- 
forms.^ 

Association nationale des étudi- “The government savs that mis- 



antes and étudiants du Québec 
(ANEEQ) Secretary General Jean- 
Pierre Paquet approved of the idea. 
“It is important now more than ever 
for students of Québec to be united 
and speak out about underfunding 
and their demands for more 
money,” he said. 

While McGill students are more 
inclined towards self-imposed so- 
lutions to underfunding. Paquet 
said these solutions erode accessi- 
bility of post-secondary education. 
“The solution (to underfunding) is 
not in the students* pocket or in the 
corporations’ hearts but in the pub- 
lic funds from the government,” he 
said. 

For their part, the Québec govern- 
ment has not allocated additional 
funds to universities to case under- 
funding crises. 



“The government says that rais- 
ing fees is the solution to the under- 
funding problem but this is false. 
Tuition fees are presently 6 per cent 
of university budgets. Even if tui- 
tion fees were doubled, it would not 
be a solution, because the increase 
in the expenses for the loans and 
bursaries would absorb much of the 
new revenue source." 

Underfunding crisis 

The Québec university under- 
funding crisis is the result of cuts to 
university budgets since 1979. 
According to a document put out by 
ANEEQ, the average subsidy given 
to each student in 1978-79 was 
$5 929. In 1987, it amounted to 
$3 518 in constant dollars. Univer- 
sities have accumulated a deficit of 
over S300 million. 



The proportion of government 
expenditure allocated to Universi- 
ties dropped by 16 per cent from 
1976-77 to 1984-85. While govern- 
ment expenditures as a percentage 
of the national Gross Domestic 
Product (GDP) has increased 10 per 
cent between 1978-79 to 1984-85, 
the percentage of the GDP allo- 
cated to universities has dropped by 
1 1 per cent in the same period. 

"Often people say it is not just 
education that is being cut but the 
entire budget,” Paquet said. “This is 
not true, education has been cut 
much more than others, it was a 
political choice the government 
made, not a budgetary necessity. 
.The government promised to make 
education the biggest priority but 
instead education has suffered the 
biggest cuts. They promised to add 
28 million more and they cut 44 
million. 

McGill’s administration has re- 
sponded to underfunding by solicit- 
ing funds from coqrarations and 
other private sources. According to 
ANEEQ, McGill is "the champion 
in the (private funding) field.” 



Student Aid change

OTTAWA (CUP)— The federal 
government may announce a re- 
structuring of the Canada Student 
Loans program later this month. 
The resmicturing will make it eas- 
ier for students to use, according to 
the Canadian Federation of Stu- 
dents (CFS). 

CFS Chair Tony Macerollo said 
he hopes the changes will include 
giving students more time to repay 
their loans, introducing grants and 
bursaries, and giving more assis- 
tance for disabled and part-time 
students. 

Macerollo is part of a federal 
advisory group on student loans 
policy set up last October by Secre- 
tary of State David Crombie, made 



up of representatives from national 
suident organizations. 

The group should make “immedi- 
ate changes to Canada Student 
Loans for the 1988-89 school 
year,” he said. 

CFS information officer Catherr 
ine Louli, said “They’re looking at 
a complete overhaul of the student 
loan sylem.” 

In statistics released by the Secre- 
tary of State, 37 per cent of students 
who negotiated a Canada Student 
Loan graduated more than $5000 in 
debt The average debt was $4796. 

“The Canada Student Loans Act 
has served us well since 1964, but 
it’s clearly time to reorient our 
approach for the future,” Crombie 
said when he announced the estab- 



ANEEQ protests 
liberal convention

QUMEC CITY (CUP)— Pan time 
students in Québec will be able to 
apply for loans and bursaries, if the 
provincial govemmnet accepts a 
resolution adopted at the recent 
provincial liberal pany convention. 

L’Association national des étudi- 
antes cl étudiants du Québec 
(ANEEQ), the province’s largest 
student coalition, picketed outside 
the convention. ANEEQ scaetary 
general Jean-Pierre Paquet said the 
resolution is nothing new. 

‘ Luc Rhéaume, press attaché for 
: Québec Education minister Gaude 
Ryan said it is too soon to tell 
whether the government will im- 
plement llie proposal. 

“We will check into implement- 
ing the proposals,” he said, "but for 



now, we don’t know whal we’ll 
do." ; 

While the motion is not binding 
on the government, Ryan said prior 
to the convention he would follow 
any resolution adopted by the dele- 
gates. : 

Theresolution,tolowcrthemini-.

It has been a part of the party’s 
policy for three years.

lishment of the advisory group." 

Macerollo said the federal gov- 
ernment should provide belter 
summer job programs with higher 
wages and more positions “It’s 
always been the position of the 
CFS that the best form of student 
aid is a summer job,” he said. 

Macerollo said he is disappointed 
with the stagnant funding of the 
Challenge ‘88 program. 

A Secretary of State official said 
Crombie “intends to bring about 
changes as soon as possible to the 
loans acL” Mary Meloshe, the head 
of the department’s Student Assis- 
tance Directorate, said the program 
must have “more flexible repay- 
ment terms and greater acountabil- 
ity” to students. 

According to Meloshe, the fed- 
eral government has more than $2 
billion in outstanding loans across 
Canada. “That represents a signifi- 
cant amount of money and federal 
investment. It’s a question of public 
money being well-spent,” she said. 

“An exciting part of this whole 
committee is it’s first limeever that 
there has been direct student input 
into Canada Student Loans,” said 
Louli. 

Meloshe said it would take a 
while for this kind of bill to pass in 
parliament. 

“Whenever you are talking about 
legislation you have to look at the 
broader government timetable,” 
she smd. 

The advisory group is also work- 
ing with the Council of Ministers of 
Education, made up of the prov- 
inces’ education ministers, to dis- 
cuss whal level of funding the prov- 
inces can contribute for grants and 
bursaries. 



Specifically, the McGill Advance- 
ment Program (MAP) has been 
created to raise funds from private 
sources. 

But Paquet said private funding 
is an ineffective solution to under- 
funding. “The government says 
that private funding is also a solu- 
tion, the other solution, but this is 
also false, due to the small impact 
private funding makes.” 

McGill University receives only 
5 per cent of its budget from the 
private sector despite all its cam- 
paigns and connections. As well, 
contributions from the private sec- 
tor arc, more often than not, di- 
rected contributions which bind the 
university to conditions and activi- 
ties conuary to the principles of 
educational autonomy. 

At present, ANEEQ’s major con- 
cerns are maintaining the provin- 
cial tuition fee freeze and reforming 
the loans and bursaries system. 
Since coming to office, the Québec 
Minister of Higher Education and 
Science, Gaude Ryan, has prom- 
ised a reform in the student aid 
program. For almost the same 
length of time, Ryan has delayed 
presenting these reforms. 

“From the beginning Ryan has 
maintained the same altitude: try to 
keep students on the sidelines of the 
reform process and preserve his 
own autonomy to act however and 
whenever he pleases,” said Paquet, 
“the main objecliveof ANEEQ is to 
get the student population to speak 
out and tell Ryan what they think of 
his cutbacks. 

In addition to reform of the loan 
and bursary system, the Québec 
government has also been trying to 
make cutbacks in education fund- 
ing. “What we do as ANEEQ is try 
to stop the cutbacks,” Paquet said, 
“People say that ANEEQ and the 
student movement have been use- 
less because we have not advanced 
forward. But what they don’t see is 
that had ANEEQ and the student 
movement not fought for the issues 
of underfunding in the past, the 
university funding situation would 
be a lot worse.” 

Ryan's proposal gives students 
raw deal 

ANEEQ is currently fighting the 
Québec government’s latest educa- 
tion funding proposal. “Ryan has 
presented students with an ex- 
change, if we raise the tuition fees 
the government will put more into 
the loans and buisatries. What an 
offer! We pay $200 million more 
while the government puts in $30 
million more. This is unacceptable. 
He knows the plan will divert fund- 
ing demands while in reality the 
government will continue not hav- 
ing to increase funding and the 
university financial crisis will con- 
tinue. 

“Now we need to mobilize 
against the government’s current 
attempt to raise fees. The govern- 
ment wants the fees raised because 
it gives it the excuse to cut the

funding even more. This cannot be 
allowed.” 

ANEEQ bases its strength on 
student unity. “We don’t want to be 
fighting for only one group but for 
all groups, not only to involve stu- 
dents but to involve the popula- 
tion,” said Paquet. 

In the past year, ANEEQ has 
broadened its scope by including, 
non-member universities. McGill 
has participated in this year’s 
ANEEQ congresses and stood by 
them on several issues at tlte 
Québec Liberal Party Convention. 
This unity gave students a more 
powerful bargaining position with 
the government

Over the years 1 have become ac- 
customed to the way Israel is por- 
trayed by the press. However, the 
recentaitkles in the Dm7y about the 
Palestinian issue have reached new 
heights in irresponsible and biased 
reporting. The Comment by editors

{Paily March 3) entitled “Palestini- 
ans” is a renuukable misrepresenta- 
tion of the truth.

The PLO is seeking nothing less 
than the inihilation of the State of 
Israel.

Rather, he will con- 
tinue to attack bus loads of civil- 
ians. and lead the Palestinian 
people down a road of violence and 
extremism that can never permit a 
negotiates settlement. 

As for Israel, a negotiated peace 
has always been a priority. Israel 
has begged her Arab neighbors to 



talk peace. Except for Egypt, the. 
Arab answer has always been no. 
To say that “Israel might like to 
avoid negotiating with the people 
they arc currently ruling by force” 
is wrong. I am sure Israel would talk 
to Palestinians if there was anyone 
to talk to, To say that Israel must 
talk to the PLO, an organizaton 
dedicated to its destruction, is a 
rediculous demand. 

The real tragedy of the situation 
in the Middle East is that the Pales- 
tinian people have been kicked 
around by everyone.

Daily: But even if the PLO recognized the right 
of the state of Israel to exist, would Israel 
acknowledge the right of a Palestinian state to 
exist?

There arc already 
two Palestinian states. There is a Palestinain 
Jewish state, which is Israel, and a Palestinian 
Arab stale, which is Jordan. We know that in 
the geographical areas of Judea-Samaria (the 
West Bank) and Gaza, there arc Arabs, who be- 
long in this region, who have a problem — a 
problem which must be solved. lâacl has of- 
fered, on various occasions, a solution to their 
problem.

Even if the PLO has 
not explicitly accepted the right of the stale of 
Israel to exist, it does recognize that the gov- 
ernment has the right to speak on behalf of 
Israelis. How can the state of Isreal justify 
choosing which Palestinian it wants to negoti- 
ate with? 

Kimchi: The problem is not one of flnding 
your counter-part We cannot dictate upon the 
Palestinians who will represent them, but only 
up to a certain limit If those who pretend to 
represent the Palestinians or if the Palestinians 
choose as representative those whose only aim 
is to bring dcstructuion and tragedy, and deny 
the cixistencc of another state, we are not 
obliged to negotiate with such elements. We 
are prqrarcd to negotiate with legitimate 
elements.

Daily: What was your reaction to Egyptian 
President Mubarak’s statement that Camp 
David is not a viable framework for resolution 
of the Palestine conflict? 

Kimchi: Camp David is valid. I think it pro- 
vides a very genial framework for peace. It is a 
valid starting point or framework for peace 
between Israel and all Arab nations in the 
Middle East. If the' Arabs had accepted Camp 
David in the late ‘70s, by now we would have 
solved all the problems in the Middle East, in- 
cluding the Palestine problem. 

Daily: Before Sadat’s announcement which 
initated the Camp David process, there was a 
movement towards an international confer- 
ence at which all parties would be represented. 
The bi-lateral talks temporarily scuttled this 
idea, but it is re-emerging. What is Israel’s 
position on entering an international confer- 
ence? 

Kimchi: There is a consensus in the Isrcali 
political sphere that the road to peace is 
through direct bilateral negotiations between 
the parties involved. The question is whether 
these should be exclusive, w whether they 
should be in the framework of an international 
conference. There is a difference between how 
Israel views an international conference and 
how some Arabs states and other powers look 
upon iL Israelis who are in favour of such a 
conference look upon it as a way of facilitating 
direct talks among the parties. Some other 
powers look upon it as a forum in which a 
solution will be dictated upon the parties. 
There is no way Israel will accept a conference 
that will dictate the terms of peace or impose a 
solution upon the parties. 

Daily: At the onset, many people assumed the 
current uprising would die down fairly 
quickly. But it shows no sign of abating. What 
position does this put you in? 

Kimchi: We hope that this will be stopped as 
soon as possible. We hope Palestinian Arabs 
will leam from history. If they want to end this 
crisis, they will lelaizc that they must stop the 
violence, must stop hurling petrol bombs in 
order to kill Isreali soldiers. They must believe 
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that there is no way Israel will give up in front 
of terrorism or violent demonstrations. If you 
want to obtain something from Israelis, come 
and talk to the Israelis.

Daily: The current uprising in the occupied 
territories has once again focused world atten- 
tion on the plight of Palestinians. What oppor- 
tunités does this provide for the PLO? 
Abdullah: It has provided us with an opportu- 
nity to reach out to the outside world. It has 
given the Palestinians living under occupation 
an opportunity to show the true face of the oc- 
cupation they oppose, and fight to bring it to an 
end. 

At the same time, it has shown that the Pal- 
estinian people arc united. There is no differ- 
ence in the character of our struggle inside or 
outside of the occupied territories— it is the 
struggle for self-determination. It also dispels 
any doubt that the PLO speaks on behlaf of the 
Palestinian people. It also shows that the Pales- 
tinians are not trying to infringe on the rights of 
others, they simply want to reclaim their legiti- 
mate human rights — rights taken for granted 
by many others. 

Daily: The Israeli government is saying they 
will only negotiate with 'moderate' Palestini- 
ans. Do you see the possible emergence of a 
new Palestinian leadership which is more 
'moderate' than the PLO? 

Abdullah: It depends on how you define 
moderate. If it implies acceptance of Israeli 
sovereignty over Palestinian land, and the 
denial of the right to self-determination, they 
will find no moderates. If they are looking for 
quislings, they will not find them. 

The Palestinians will not forget the terrorist 
past of (Israeli Prime Minister) Yitzhak Sha- 
mir, but they will also not expect to choose who 
can and cannot represent the Israelis. In return, 
they will not accept Israel choosing who will 
represent them. But the Israelis arc not even 
discussing the issues at stake, only the repre- 
sentation. It is an excellent way to perpetuate 
their colonization. 

Daily: What precisely is the relationship be- 
tween the PLO and the leaders of the uprising 
in the occupied territories? Many people see 
the PLO as an organization exterior to the 
actual movement, trying to capitalize on the 
publicity. 

Abdullah: The people being shot right now arc 



members of the PLO. The Palestinians in the 
occupied territories, in the slogans they chant 
at demonstrations, in the statements they issue, 
arc saying that they are part and parcel of the 
PLO. The flag they raise is the flag of the PLO, 
and pictures of Chairman Arafat arc all over. 

What is at stake is the demands of these 
people. And the demands of the PLO are ex- 
actly the same arc those of the Palestinians in 
the occupied territories. There is not one single 
issue on which the local leadership and the 
PLO arc at variance. The leadership is one, and 
that is the PLO. The Israelis would like to say 
that the PLO is not involved in the uprising, so 
they don’t have to negotiate with the PLO. But 
sometimes they get confused, and they try to 
blame the uprising on PLO agitation. Eventu- 
ally they will have to sort this ouL And eventu- 
ally it is the with the PLO that they will have to 
negotiate. 

Daily: Why did the PLO refuse to accept UJN. 
resolution 242 for so long? 

Abdullah: The PLO was never against 242 
because of what it said. All the items in 242 arc 
not rejected by the PLO. Rather, 242 is not 
accepted as a basis for negotiations — because 
of what is docs not say — which is recognition 
of the right to self-determination. It is because 
of this point that242 is insuffleentand inappro- 
priate for negotiations. 

The PLO has suggested that this could be 
amended to include human rights. In Chairman 
Arafat’s last address to the U NGO confer- 

ence, and throughout September to November 
of 1987, he said the PLO is willing to accept all 
U.N. resolutions on Palestine, but that they 
could not be taken in isolation. 



Daily: Why will the PLO not recognize the 
right of the state of Israel to exist? 

Abdullah: No one would expect the Blacks of 
South Africa to recognize the right of the 
White government to exist And the Israelis arc 
not even saying they will be content to live 
within pre-1967 borders. They also insist that 
the Palestinians have no rights. They consider 
the whole mauer a border dispute between 
them and neighbouring states. Because of 
Israel’s position, the PLO is pushing for mu- 
tual recognition, within the framework of an 
international conference. 

But there is a growing voice in Israel, par- 




ticularly among intcllecUials, to negotiate with 
the Palestinians. Some are willing to accept 
Palestinian statehood and negotiations with 
the PLO. Israelis arc slowly begining to realize 
that this is the only way to peace. 

Daily: Do you think opposition from Israelis 
citizens is strong enough to actually influence 
government policy? 

Abdullah: No, because there is no distinction 
between the Labour and Likud parties. One 
puts a candy coating on the poison, the other 
serves it rough. As long as they have the 
unconditional support of the United States to 
continue the brutality and repression, they will 
no change. 

But the costs of occupation will begin to 
outweigh the benefits. It is not easy to control ' 
millions of people. This is not just an internal 
problem, but one of world opinion. And world 
opinion is changing. I was surprised that Cana- 
dian opinion could change in such a short 
period of time. It is beginning to acheivc more 
balance. A recent poll of Canadians’ reaction 
to the Israel’s repression of the current uprising 
showed that 14 per cent support the Palestini- 
ans and 2U per cent sup- 
port the Israelis. Peqile 
are beginning to recog- 
nize that the answer 
cannot be military — 
even (Isralei Defence 
Minister Yitzhak) 

Rabin admits this. 

Daily: What was your 
response to the recently 
signed agreement in 
which the United States i 
granted Israel non-NATO ally status? 
Abdullah: The United States is playing with 
Israel in its global policy. To the American 
administration, Israel can be used to block the 
advances of the Soviet Union in the Middle 
East But this support can’t last forever. An- 
tagonism with the Soviet Union is abating. 
When Israel becomes less of an asset, then 
things will change. 

Dtdly: Supporters of Israel say the Palestini- 
ans had a chance to establish their independ- 
ence in the Camp David agreement. Why was 
the Camp David formula rejected? 

Abdullah: You just have to look at what the 
Egyptians are saying right now. They.are say- 
ing that the Camp David agreement is not a 
basis for negotiations on the Palestine ques- 
tion. Camp David was a recipe for subjugation, 
and it was rejected by Palestinians at large. 
They wanted to divide the Palestinian people 
into regions— the West Bank, the Gaza strip 
and the refugees. They also wanted to keep the 
land under Israeli sovereignty. Palestinians 
resist such a notion, they arc not interested in a 
Banthustan solution. They’re not buying this 



solution in South Africa cither, so nobody 
whould be considering Camp David seriously. 
Daily: The PLO is recognized by many nations 
as being a functional government-in-exile. 
Why has the PLO not officially declared itself 
as such? 

Abdullah: The idea has not been rejected, it is 
still under discussion. The basic feeling is that 
a provisional government will only be formed 
when we arc close to reaching a solution — on 
the threshold of serious negotiations. Right 
now the idea has been neither rejected or ac- 
cepted. But if we come closer, then we will 
form a govemment-in-exilc. 

Daily: There have been disturbing polls taken 
among Israeli Jews which reveal a fairly high 
level of racial bigotry. Do you Mnk Israel is 
moving towards an Apartheid system. 
Abdullah: The policy of the Israeli govern- 
ment, Labour or Likud, is to indoctrinate its 
citizens. They encourage outright hatred 
against the Arabs. This is an attitude which 
would form the cornerstone of an Apartheid 
system in the Middle East The PLO is dealing 
with this issue very delicately. We don’t want

Israeli citizens to feel threatened, but we want 
them to witness the way their government is 
treating the Palestinians — the mass arrests, the 
closure of universities, the violent suppression 
of demonsUations. One out of every four Pal- 
estinians has been jailed in the last 20 years. 
We want them to realize the implications of 
this sort of UeatemenL
